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Sakachep language 


Sakachep, also known as Khelma, is a Central Kuki-Chin language 
of Northeast India. Dialects are Khelma, Thangachep, and Sakachep 
( Ethnologue ). VanBik (2009)® classifies Sakachep as closely 
related to Hmar.
